Theiradvice is sought for in every 
emergency, and the most guarded secrets are com- 
mitted to their keeping without reserve. Yet, to look 
over the list of offices properly belonging to their 
profession which have been bestowed upen another, 
it would appear that they have not used that influence as 
effectually as they might. The most lucrative and 
honourable positions are open only to Barristers, and 
of late years even what are in their very nature soli- 
citorships are bestowed upon lawyers. Witness th 
appointment, last year, of Barristers to fill the offices oi 
Solicitors of Inland Revenue, Clerk of the Hanaper | 
and Clerk of the Crown for Sligo. Such appoint- 
ments would never have been made, had the Attorneys 
possessed that bond of union and esprit de corps 
which ever have distinguished their brethren at the 
bar.

The Council have succeeded in removing one great 
hardship which affected the mercantile community. 
Should there be five or six names upon an unpaid 
bill, actions were frequently brought simultaneously 
against all the parties to the instrument; and even if 
the person whose name was fourth or fifth offered to 
pay the amount of it, he could not get up the instru- 
ment without payment of all the costs, it being the 
only security the Attorney had. The Council, in 
“order to abate this oppression and hardship, and to 
“ protect the profession from the odium of sucha prac- 
“tice,” presented a memorial to the judges of the law 
courts on the subject, and special general orders 
have been issued which will effectually check the 
system. 


On one subject connected with debt and judgment 
the report of the Council is silent—the ‘ Imprison- 
ment for Debt.“ We would have been glad to have 
the opinion of so intelligent a body upon this remnant 
of a most barbarous age, which confounds this debtor 
with the criminal, and punishes him who is only 
unfortunate with more severity than the convicted 
felon. 


The Times on an article in Blackwood’s Magazine 
on the Peiho affair :— 


The December number of Blackwood’s Magazine 
opens with an elaborate history of the Fight on the 
Peiho, and we bespeak for this article the attention 
of Englishmen of all classes. It is not because it is 
vivid in description and most exciting in its narrative ; 
it is not because it is replete with anecdotes of heroic 
deeds and rife with instances of English daring ;—these 
are qualities which will recommend themselves, and will 
fix the attention of the reader who has once begun 
to read. But this description bears upon its face 
evidence that it is the work of a man who has a 
right to speak with authority on the matters of 
which he treats. We have not only the tale, but 
we have the moral. In the preliminaries to the 
battle we have a lucid exposition of the policy 
of the Minister under whose command Admiral 
Hope embarked in his glorious but unfortunate enter- 
prise. In the condition of the forts, appareled with 
all the newest contrivances of European warfare, we 
have a first light thrown upon that dark question—the 
progress of Russia in the East. In the unflinching, 
lighthearted, self-sacrificing contest against hopeless 
odds, which comes next in the story, we happily have no 
novelty, but only a grateful proof that our seamen of the 
present day are worthy of their fathers, and that the 
old traditions of pluck and endurance are still to be found 
fresh and flourishing in every little gunboat. The moral 
of the rude lesson every reader will draw as he reads, 
and if he draws it justly from his premises he will have 
sounder views upon this Chinese question than have yet 
been able to penetrate the cobwebby purlieus of the 
Admiralty. 

We are not about to repeat the incidents of the disas- 
ter which startled usso sharply from our complaisant 
contempt of a Chinese enemy. We have already long 
ago sketched in outline the picture which has now been 
filled up, and we refer to this magazine article for confir- 
mation rather than for any great originality of view.

The Globe on the Report of the Loss of the Royal 
Charter: 


The report of Mr. Mansfield and Captain Harris on 
the loss of the Royal Charter is a valuable contribu- 
tion towards the science of storm-navigation, clearing 
up as it does doubtful points, and encouragiug further 
investigation of other doubts. The first question is, was 
the metal employed in the building of the ship up to the 
average in quality? It appears to have been so, and to 
have been positively good and sufficient. Next, was there 
any misconduct on the part of commander, officers, or 
crew ? None. “Officers and crew to the last were 
indifferent to the preservation of their own lives, and 
solely intent on their duty.” Could the calamity 
have been avoided ? Possibly ; but let us see how. 

‘The reporters withhold any judgment as to the inferior 
tenacity of iron ships, ascompared with wooden, when 
actually stranded and straining on a lee shore. But the 
manner in which the Royal Charter broke amidships— 
nearly as the Birkenhead did—the suddenness of the 
break and the rapidity of the demolition, suggest at 
least a very cogent doubt whether the present method 
of em ploying iron provides a sufficient element of tena- 
city in the event of shipwreck. Ships are not built to 
be hipwrecked, but it is a contingency waich cannot 
be overlooked ; and the practicability of correcting the 
greater tendency of iron to fracture, in the comparison 
with wood, is a proper subject for further and anxious 
inquiry. And investigation it, no doubt, will have. 

On another question the suggestions of the report, 
though brief and simple, are valuable. In contending 
against a storm of wind and water, off a lee shore, it 
is an obvious device for a steamer to drop anchor and 
t employ the steam as a method of counteracting the 
strain upon the cables. The report, however, shows 
that this device may have its own special danger :— 

“A gale of wind, as is well known,is not uniform 
in strength, but there are moments of comparative 
lull. During these the steam-power, not being readily 
controlled, is apt to shoot the ship ahead. After this, 
when a violent gust occurs, the ship drops astern, bring- 
ing up with a sudden and a severe jerk on her cables— 
a kind of strain most Jikely to make them part. It is 
not impossible that such may be the true explanation 
of the parting of the cables of the Royal Charter.” 

The strain upon the cables would have been mate- 
rially diminished if the masts had been cut away 
earlier :— 

“It is very likely that the captain of the Royal 
Charter was deterred from this course by the apprehen- 
sion that the falling rigging and spars might foul her 
screw, thus repeating the catastrophe undergone by the 
Prince, in 1854, off Balaklava; but it should be remem- 
bered that the Prince was supplied with a three-bladed 
fan, while the Royal Charter had a two-bladed one only, 
which could be hoisted up in a short timeand with little 
abour.“ 

Under the actual circumstances, however. of the ves- 
sol's condition and construction—sufficient as they were 
or ordinary purposes—and of the weather, it may be 
said that the ship was doomed after she passed Holyhead. 
In thisr the report confirms our own impression 
when we first read the account of the shipwreck. At five 
o'clock pm., the Royal Charter was near Holyhead, 
and three courses were open to her—to continue on her 
voyage direct, to take refuge in Holyhead, or to put her 
head west and keep open the Irish Channel. Fatally, 
the first course was selected. Why? Partly, no doubt, 
because the commander, a brave, conscientious man, 
not ‘insensible to the reward of praise, was anxious 
to complete his voyage in as short a time as possible 
But the report also indicates another probable reason, 
to which we adverted, though necessarily with great 
reserve. The ship came up Channel with her skysail 
masts on end, the yard across, in a dangerous sea, with 
an impending hurricane. “I have,” says Mr. Mans- 
ficl1, “no evidence before me to show whether the ba- 
ro neter gave any indication of the approaching gale. 
There were two, if not three, of these instruments on 
board. It they had been noticed, they would in all pro- 
bability have suggested caution.” We need not repeat 
our abhorrence of any idea of casting blame on Captain 
Taylor ; but here a r to be errorsin judgment of a 
serious kind.

Dr. Morgan proceeded to explain the circumstances 
which led to the selection of India as a field of mis- 
sionary labour by the Irish AS@fembly at the time of 
the union of the Ulster Synod and the old Secession 
Synod. He concluded by an earnest appeal to the 
people to increase their contributions towards the 
mission, and to be more earnest and frequent in their 
entreaties at the Throne of Grace for its success. The 
Moderator then offered up a prayer for jhe blessing of 
God to aceompany Mr. Taylor to India, and te 
crown his labours with success. A portion of 
a psalm was then sung, after which Mr. Taylor 
came forward, and delivered an exceedingly inte- 
resting statement of the progress of the principles 
of Christianity amongst the natives—the obstacles 
raised by Brahminical bigotry and Hindoo rage being 
gradually but surely overcome by the circulation of 
the Word of God. One of the greatest difficulties 
they had to contend with was caste ; but even it was 
giving way in every part of India, and he trusted 
they would not relax their endeavours, and, above all, 
their prayers, until the entire of that benighted country 
should be filled with the light of the glorious Gospel.

REVIEW OF THE CORN TRADE. 

DUBLIN, Tuurspay Eventnc.—The last weekly re- 
turns of sales into those English markets where the 
averages are compiled amounted to 134,005 qrs. of 
wheat, against 103,981 qrs. last year, and 94,088 qrs. in 
1857, at the corresponding period. 

The imports from abroad into the principal ports of 
Great Britain for the week ending November 16 
amount to 91,488 qrs. of all articles. 

At London, on Monday, the arrivals of English wheat 
were moderately extensive, but the demand was inac- 
tive, at a decline in the quotations, compared with the 
previous Monday, of 1s. to 2s. per quarter. Good 
samples of foreign were held at full prices, but 
inferior qualities were lower to purchase. es | 
was in fair request, and prices were supported. 
Oats were slow, and barely maintained the late 
rates. At Liverpool on ‘Tuesday wheat declined 
id. per cental, and oats Id. per bushel, whilst 
beans, from scarcity, commanded late prices. London 
was stiffer on Wednesday, whilst at Glasgow on the 
bare day there were few transactions, wheat, barley, 
and oats all being 6d. per boll lower, beans remaining 
unchanged. Here,on Tuesday, there was a moderate 
supply of everything at the market. Wheat was 6d. to 
is., and oats 3d. to 6d. per barrel cheaper than on 
Friday last. Malting barley scarce, yet barely sup- 
ported that day’s currency, whilst grinding was a shade 
lower. 

The French circulars speak of less animation. A 
Nantes correspondent says :—“ Wheat—The trade has 
shown less animation this week than the previous, still 
large purchasers have been made for the North of France. 
Pont Rousseau is 6d. per quarter dearer; offers of all 
descriptions of wheat are very limited, and the late ad- 
vances supported. I maintain more than ever that ex- 
portation this year will amount to a trifle.”

defendant, after having so harrowed his feelings and made mis- 
representations.

the accident which resulted in the institution of the pre- 
sent preceedings took place. Counsel wished the jury to 
bear strongly in mind what was the exact period of the 
day or evening when the event happened. He had looked 
carefully into the almanac of the date, and found that the 
sun set at a quarter-past seven, and the moon, being seven- 
teen days old, rose at fifty-one minutes after that hour, and 
was indulging the world with light until the return of sun- 
shine on the following morning. (Alaugh.) In fact, the 
moon was up before twilight had determined, and a man 
named Timothy Cavanagh, the plaintiff's servant, was driv- 
ing his passengers along the road, and was himself in the 
position of the back seat of the drag. He was facing Dublin, 
and, as he proceeded on his way, he observed some object 
approaching him, which upon more closely examining he dis- 
covered to be a man driving a jaunting-car, and seemingly 
lolling on it in a very careless manner. He immediately 
shouted out to him to take care and keep his own side. His 
shouts were, however, either unheeded or unheard, for the 
driver pressed on rapidly, and the result was he came in con- 
tact with the plaintiſt's foremost horse, which he “ barked” 
severely. “The position of the plaintiff's servant on the road 
was at the left-hand side, the off wheel being within nine 
feet of the adjacent wall, and the opposite pathway nineteen 
feet and a half to the right, thus leaving a free, a 
space and wide berth to all vehicles passing up. The defen- 
dant, however, instead of making an effort to gain his left, 
and avoid accident, drove on unmindful, giving his horse 
uncontrolled and unaided liberty, until, suddenly, the left 
shaft of his jaunting-car came forcibly against the plaintiff's 
right wheeler and buried itself deeply in the hips of the animal, 
thereby inflicting a wound by which it died the next day. 
The plaintiff’s only mode of ascertaining and proving his 
exact position on the road, when the circumstance occurred, 
was through evidence afforded him by the pool of blood 
which was left from the bleeding of the horse when he fell. 
It was right to state that the character of Mr. Breslin was 
not in the slightest degree involved in the present case the 
charge made being levelled solely against his servant, who, 
it was alleged, was inebriated on the occasion. The defendant 
pleaded, first, that the accident was not attributable to any 
fault of his servant; secondly, that it was the fault of the 
** servant ; and, thirdly, that he (Timothy Cavanagh), 

y his neglect, contributed to bring about what occurred. 
If he (counsel) were properly instructed Timothy Cavanagh 
was perfectly sober on the evening in question, and came lei- 
surely along. The only real issue in the case, prima facie, was 
what was the value of the horse? The plaintiff only sought 
to recover this. Damages were laid at £50.
